T h e little stenmorTaber is not com­ 
ing on the southern coast route, after 
all. H er owner is receiving $.’.,000 per 
m onth not to run her on the northern 
coast route, and he has probably made 
a lik e contract w ith the companies 
running down this Way. An income 
of $0,000 per m onth from a little old 
tub th a t could not earn half that 
amount on a monopoly route can only 
be made by a man of considerable 
business tact. The money, however, 
comes out of the people in the shape 
of high freights and fares. 


T h e defense of the State University 
Regents is hardly as strong as proofs 
of Holy W rit. The strong card played 
is the incompetency of Professor C a r r . 
One need not go into the case very 
deep to discover the Weakness of this 
point in 
the argument. 
Professor 
C a r r held the position from which he 
has just been expelled, for live years, 
during which tim e he was in direct 
communication with, and often under 
the eye of the Regents. 
T hat it took 
them five years to discover ids incom­ 
petency is no credit to their judgment 
and discrimination. 
It is, however, 
an evidence of their own incapacity, 
and every m other’s son of them should 
be removed on a charge of general 
stupidity. 


O u r esteemed evening cotemporary 
has closed on its seventh volume. The 
Express is a pleasant 
little sheet 
which one can read through by a 
lighted match. It is fussy, conceited, 
superficial and politically unreliable. 
It claims to receive telegraphic dis­ 
patches but unless there is some delay 
in the mails the Bulletin which roach­ 
es here at one forty, contains the áame 
dispatches only better arranged and 
more in detail th a t tp p ear in the 
Express one hour and a half later. Its 
local news is 
a moderately well 
condensed sum m ary of the m orning 
papers. It expresses the opinion of 
its publishers and its coui'so is ap­ 
proved by the gentlemen who manage 
it. 
It is not m uch of a newspaper and 
its limited num ber of readers do not 
expect much of it. 
Its chief charac­ 
teristic is an inordinate jealousy of the 
H e r a l d ; still we like the Express. 


Gold Mines. 


The foreman of the Castae Mining 
Company was in the city yesterday, 
and brought the most encouraging 
news from the mines. H e reports that 
the location of 
the ditch places 
the line on 
higher and far more 
favorable ground than the company 
expected. 
The ditch runs entirely 
above the side gulches which the 
company was preparing to pipe or 
flume and this will save nearly half the 
anticipated expense of the ditch. But 
what is still better news, lie says the 
ditch will pass a beautiful gravel bed 
rich in gold w ithin one m ile of its 
head. 
The Secretary of the company 
has employed an additional force of 
hands which goes up to-day, taking 
tools and provisions to last thirty 
days. 
The foreman promises to have 
the first mile of the ditch ready for 
use in one month. 
W hen this mile is 
completed they will commence wash­ 
ing the first gravel bed. 
This looks 
like business. 


Hair-Splitting Law. 


The defective indictment and conse­ 
quent verdict of “ not guilty ” in the 
case of the people against M c D o n a l d 
has created no small degree of aston­ 
ishment and anxiety in this com m u­ 
nity. 
Coming, as this “ not g u ilty ” 
does, on ths heels of a som ewhat sim ­ 
ilar escape from punishm ent in the 
case of C a g e and combined w ith the 
fact th at the leaders of a mob which 
hanged some twelve or fifteen C hina­ 
m en escaped the full sentence of the 
court through a technicality of our 
hair-splitting law, people are justified 
in expressing doubts as to the probity 
of our laws and the possibility of our 
Courts meting out justice while guid­ 
ed by a Sode so exact in its require­ 
ments that the extrem e measure of 
hum an wisdom, the fullest standard 
of legal attainm ents and the utmost 
care and caution will not suffice to 
convict a m an who, in the presence of 
any num ber of witnesses, stabs his 
wife to death. 
N othing offers a 
greater inducement to the people to 
take the law in their own hands than 
a consciousness th a t the law of the 
land is insufficient for the full protec­ 
tion of life and property. The escape 
of a few such red-handed monsters as 
this m an M c D o n a l d through profes­ 
sional quibbles and legal niceties,shat­ 
ters the faith of the entire com m unity 
In the ability and integrity of the ad­ 
ministrators of the law and In the 
power and efficiency of the law itself. 
W hen this faith is once shattered, the 
instinct of self-preservation begins to 
assert itself, and then it is but a step 
to th at condition of society when of­ 
fenders against common justice are 
found suspended from lamp-posts and 
hanging from the limbs of trees. 
It 
cannot be denied that inexcusable 
carelessness is apparent in the drawing 
up of the Indictm ent against M cDon­ 


a l d , but as we cannot see that good 
will result from it, we shall leave per­ 
sona! animadversions on the District 


Attorney and his Deputy to others, 
and turn to the law which makes 
seemingly unim portant errors loop­ 
holes for the escape of criminals. The 
tendency of the law which now fills 
our statute books is not so much to 
protect the innocent and defend the 
right, as to show the fine-drawn points 
otir law-makers are able to whittle 
out. These sharp points have pricked 
the mind of the Supreme Court so full 
of holes that its decisions, so far from 
holding 
water, 
will 
not 
hold 
liorse-tbievcs and murderers am ena­ 
ble 
for 
their' 
atrocities. 
The 
law is a tissue of hair-splitting niceties 
and the Supremo Court reports are 
full of contradictory decisions. 
No 
one understands the law and every 
lawyer interprets it to suit the case in 
hand. There is no legal policy to be 
found in the Supreme Court reports, 
and no lawyer is discouraged when a 
decision is rendered against him , for 
by the light of the past he is justified 
iu anticipating a contradictory decis­ 
ion before the close of the next term. 
So far as the end of justice is con­ 
cerned in the case of M c D o n a l d all 
that is necessary is to establish the 
fact t hat he killed his wife—th at he is 
the m an who murdered the w om an— 
and any law m aking the substitution 
of a wrong nam e or the mis-spelling 
of a word, a bar to t he attainm ent of 
this end is wanting in common sense 
and the principles of right and justice. 
The enactment of such laws do not 
tend to the protection of the common­ 
wealth. 
On the contrary, they defeat 
the purpose for which all law is de­ 
signed. 
Conviction for capital offense 
is becoming more difficult day by 
day. The law is so full of quirks and 
quibbles that the offenders do not fear 
and the people do not expect convic­ 
tion. 
How much further we can go 
in this direction depends upon the 
patience of the people and the provo­ 
cation they have to take the law in 
their own hands. The guilty cannot 
always go unwhipped of justice. 
If 
the law carries them through the 
courts they cannot escape the ven- 
gence of an outraged and long suffer­ 
ing people. 


Light on the Subject. 


Professor C a r r has published a long 
reply to the defense of the Regents. It 
is a strong document—doubly strong 
from the fact th a t it exposes and 
proves something like cupidity on the 
part 
of certain members 
of the 
Board. 
W e refer to the m atter now 
in order to place befor£ our readers a 
letter fron Hon. A. I I i g b i e , Assem­ 
blyman from this county which ex­ 
plains how the Regents prevented the 
passage of a bill which would have 
changed, if not entirely prevented the 
carrying out of the programme then 
marked out by the Board. 
N ear the 
close of the legislative session, the 
House Committee on Education re­ 
ported a bill embodying their views 
on the changes which should he made 
iu the m anagem ent of the University. 
W hy this bill did not become a law is 
explained by Mr. I I i g b i e , Chairman 
of the Committee, in the following 
communication to W. H . B a x t e r , 
one of the Grange memorialists, after 
the Regents had asked for Professor 
C a r r ’s resignation. The letter bears 
date of July 30th 1874 and does credit 
to Mr. H i g b i e ’s head and heart. 
It 
reads as follows: 
W hen [lie bill proposing a radical change 
in Hie Board of UeKi-n’s was introduced and 
relerred to tlie Com m ittee on Education, Re­ 
gent D w indle and others were very active fol­ 
ks defeat. 
1 had a lengthy conversation w ith D w indle 
in which he adm itted th a t he and other Re­ 
gents had been opposed to Professor Carr; but 
since the Investigation of the U niversity m at­ 
ters before the com m ittee at .“Sacramento, tie 
and other Regents were fully satisfied with 
him , believing th a t the cause of the diiiiculty 
and disarl'ection was tound in I'rotessor Swiii- 
ton. W hile he adm itted the justice of Hie 
bill, he thought th a t enough hud been said 
and done for one session, l replied th a t too 
m uch had already been said and done, and 
that he was one of the active parties; th at lie 
had threatened to a m em ber of the Com m it­ 
tee oil Education tiiat Carr had to go o u t- 
m eaning, as understood, that tlie C hair of Ag­ 
riculture would be vacated. I further stated 
th a t the people, the C om m ittee of Investiga­ 
tion from both Houses, as well as the Com­ 
m ittee on Education, were not satisfied w ith 
the m anagem ent ot tlie U niversity, and espe­ 
cially with the A gricultural D epartm ent; 
therefore, we proposed the plan to select Re­ 
gents representing the various callings and 
interests of the .State. Hu replied: "W e now 
understand things better than we did, and I 
pledge you m y word on m y own behalf and 
on belm lfof the Board of Regents, th at n o a t­ 
tem pt shall be m ade to rem ove tlie Professor 
of Agriculture, only for such causes as would 
rem ove a Professor from m y C hair.” Mv re­ 
ply was: ‘‘Judge, if you feel free to say’th at 
tins pledge snail be faithfully kept, the 
friends of tlie bill will not urge it; ii not, it 
will pass in less th an one hour." «aid the 
Judge: “ I feel free to say th at It w ill.”

Y o r k , Sept. 29.—A New Or­ 
leans dispatch says the proposition of 
tlie Conservatives, which is said to 
have been accepted, was that General 
Longstreet and Duncan F. K enner re­ 
tire from the R etiring Board, but it is 
not determined who of tlie other side 
will fill the vacancies. It is under­ 
stood that if the compromise be adopt* 
ed, tiie registration ntid election will 
lie carried on under the supervision of 
an informal Advisory Board, to be 
comprised of U. S. Marshal Packard, 
B. F. Johnbert and M. M. F. Bonseals, 
Republicans, and ex-Lietitenanf-Gov- 
ernor A. Voorhies and Major Ed. A. 
Burke, Conservatives. The M cEnery 
people say this is a forlorn hope, as 
enough frauds to beat them have al­ 
ready been committed iu tlie registra­ 
tion, but they are determined to fight 
every step. 
It is still believed by 
m any that although the compromise 
is agreed upon, it cannot be carried 
into effect. 
Longstreet and K enner 
will not resign. 
The Board is now in 
violation of law, as it is composed en­ 
tirely of Republicans. The Conserva­ 
tives asked that three members resign 
and th a t their places be filled with 
two Conservatives, while the fifth 
mem ber should lie a Republican ac­ 
ceptable to both parties. 
This tlie 
Republicans declined to do, insisting 
upon having threeof their own choice, 
but agreed to comply with the letter, 
if not the spirit, of the law by giving 
the opposition two members. On this 
point the conference was broken up, 
but the Conservatives proposed that 
it be re-opened, feeling as they are 
going into the election, it is better to 
have two members than none. 
The 
Republicans show a willingness to 
go ahead upon tlie basis of this conces­ 
sion.

stood alone 
in 
tlie 
m aintenance 
ofhis executive right, yielding them 
only to personal ejection. If Governor 
Kellogg regrets my absence, lie knows 
th at 1 visited the North at his written 
request, to lay before the President 
the condition of affairs in Louisiana 
and to solicit Federal support for his 
government,when its integrity should 
be imperiled. If he wants his politi­ 
cal friends who are absent to assume 
the lighting gárb, they m ight prefer 
some other leader. 
Generally, the 
Kellogg administration, since it came 
into power, lias been exercised in true 
interests of the ¡State. 
It is environed 
with difficulties sufficient to dism ay 
the stoutest heart, and it has of late 
received such a shock as to m ake its 
most determined

All 
that is lacking to give a boundless 
scope to its field of usefulness is for 
the City CouQcil to grant it the ma­ 
terial aid which the late Enabling Act 
of the Legislature authorizes and 
which meets almost the universal ap­ 
proval of the tax-payers of this city. 
Forgery. 
Bast Saturday a man representing 
himself as Edward W. Fulmer, in­ 
dulged in a rather smart mercantile 
transaction in this place, which fur­ 
nished him pocket-money for the 
time and will doubtless secure him 
board and employment for a consider­ 
able period in the future. After bank­ 
ing hours on Saturday he presented 
himself a* the Bottle Beer saloon on 
Main street, which is kept by Mr. Bu- 
benreeth, and desired to negotiate a 
check for $J00 on Temple & Work­ 
man’s Bank, ostensibly drawn by H.

He succeeded in getting $20 
advanced, leaving the check in pawn 
and promising to call and redeem it 
on the Monday following. Monday 
came and went, and Mr. Fulmer failed 
to put in his expected appearance; 
when, having his suspicions aroused, 
Mr. Bubenreetli instituted inquiries 
concerning his collaterals and found 
the chock to be a forgery. He imme­ 
diately made his ease known to the 
authorities and Detective Otlicer Emil 
Harris was delegated the task of 
looking up the forger. When Harris 
really‘sets out to catch a thief he gen- 
orally does it, be the culprit a Yus- j 
quez or a purloining Chinaman. Af- | 
ter making some investigations,Harris j 
found that the perpetrator of the forgery 
had taken the stage and was on Dis | 
way to Bakersfield. He immediately 
telegraphed SheriiF W. K. Bowers of 
that place to arrest his man; and on 
the arrival of .the stage Fulmer found 
a friend expecting him whose hospi­ 
tality lie was compelled to accept. 
.Sheriff Bowers telegraphed in response 
that he had arrested J. McKinney, 
alias Fulmer, and held him for the 
Boa Angeles authorities. Yesterday 
Deputy Sheriff Iiedona started for 
Bakersfield, and is expected to return 
to-morrow, bringing with him tDo 
business man of sharp practices. Ful­ 
mer luid been employed here for some 
time in the Alameda Market on Main 
street, kept by Mr. McDonald. That 
gentleman has some charges to prefer 
against the rascal for embezzlement or 
obtaining money under false pretenses. 
While working in McDonald’s market 
it seems that lie had collected a num­ 
ber of his employer’s bills and re­ 
tained tlie money. There is a very 
fair prospect, at least, that McKinney 
or Fulmer, whichever he pleases, will 
live and move and have his being for 
a term of years in San Quentin—un­ 
less there is a mistake in the indict­ 
ment.
